U.S.C. §796 et seq., each state must establish a Statewide
Independent Living Council (SILC); and

state agency.

NOW, THEREFORE, I FRANK F. BLAS, Acting Governor of the
Territory of Guam, by the authority vested in me by the
Organic Act, as amended, do hereby order:

1. There is within the Territory of Guam a Statewide
Independent Living Council;

The SILC shall report to the Governor and shall
coordinate activities with the State Rehabilitation
Advisory Council, the Developmental Disabilities
Planning Council and the Governor's Commission on
Persons with Disabilities.
